BACKGROUND: 

The  Research,  Education,  and  Economics  (REE)  Mission  Area  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  has  Federal  leadership  responsibility  to  advance 
scientific  knowledge  regarding  all  aspects  of  agricultural  science,  to  ensure  and  enhance 
tire  Nation's  food,  feed,  fiber,  and  energy  systems.
